Ella Flagg Young was -reélected 
superintendent of the Chicago public schools 
at a mecsting of the board of education yes- 
terday. The action came after the passing of 
@ resolution of the finance committee chang- 
ing the election of the superintendent and 
first assistant from January to December. 

The resolution was presented by Chainman 
Modie J. Spiegel of the Gnance committee 
and was passe’. Then Theodore W. Robin- 
eon rose, 

“ It is with the greatest pleasure and sense 
of honor that I move that Mra. Elia Flagg 
Young be retlected superintendent of echools 
for the ensuing year and that John D. Shoop 
be elected first assistant supérintendent,” he 
waid. “I believe the motion will meet with 
unenimous approval.“ 


Tribute to Her Success. 
President Alfred R Urion ordered @ roll 
call and declared the vote unanimous. Then 
Secretary Leuis E. Larson formally was 
elected secretary-business manager at & gal- 
ary of $10,000 a year, after which came a 
round of congratulations for Mra. Young and 
Mr. Shoop and Mr. Larson. 

The reélection of Mrs. Young, the first 
woman to hold the position of superintendent 
of schools in any large city, was a recogni- 
tion of her administrative success during 
the last year anda halt. She was elected in 
July, 1000, after the board had can vassed the 
ranks of educators throughout the country 
for a suitable candidate for the $10,000 a 
year position. The first months of her ad- 
ministration ended e long standing feud be- 
tween the large teaching force and the super- 
intendent’s office. One of her first acts was 
to abolish a system of “ secret markings *’ 
by which teachers were listed for promotion. 
The next move was a readjustment of 
gtades and of the financial standing of the 
educational department which resulted in a 
general increase in the salaries of principals 
and teachers. 3 


Gets Good Will of Teachers. 

In less than a year after Mrs. Young be- 
came superintendent the 6,000 teachers, mosi 
of them members of the Teachers’ federation, 
which had waged such a bitter war against 
former Supt. Cooley, planned a big reception 
for Mra. Young. 

It was held in the Auditorium theater. 
This token of good will was followed by @ 
“boom” to elect Mrs, Young president of 
the National Education association: This 
was accomplished at the end of a stirring 
campaign at the annual convention in Boston 
last July. It was preceded a few weeks by 
the election of Mrs. Young ag president of 
the lllinole State Teachecy’. On... 

In the reélection of Mrs. Young the board 
acknowledges the excellence of ber admin- 
aaid PresMent Ution.

Ways and Means Body Will Be- 
gin Work Early on Changes 
by Schedules.

Washington, D. C., Dec. ce eR 1— 
The Democrats in the next congress are te 
keep their pledge to the people to take the 
appointment of committees away from the 
speaker of the house. With that reform ao- 
complished the power of Cannonisni, it & 
beHeved, will be broken. 

An authoritative announcement of the m- 
tention of the Democrats to carry om this 
change, for which they and the Republican 
progressives in thé house have been fighting 
throughout the present congress, was made 
today by Representative Underwood of Ala- 
bama, one of Champ Clark’s chief Heuten- 
ants. He said it might be taken for granted 


that the speaker of the next house would 


not appoint the committees, but he would 
not undertake to indicate in What manner 
they would be constituted. 

At the same time, it became kndwn that 
Clark ang his edvisers have practically de- 
cided to propose a revision of the tariff, 
schedule by schedule, as advocated by Presi- 
dent Taft and the progressive Republicans. 

Will Begin Work Early. 

At the January caucus the Democrats will 
select their members of the ways and means 
committee in the next house with « view to 
having them get té work at once on tariff ro- 
vision preparations. — 

They advocate employing experts to check 
upon the work of the tariff board, in the non- 
partisanship of which they have no confi- 
dence. j 

is this eagerness to select the members 
of newt ways and means committee and 
get them busy on tariff work that has bastened 
the declaration of the Democrats for the con- 
stitution of committees by the house itself 
instead of the speaker. Champ Clark, with- 
out doubt, will be the apeaker of the next 
house, but he will not be elected for a year, 
barring a special session, and so far he has 
maintained silence on the committee question.
